As 
we were traveling to Chicago via train, the Golden Gloves 
Administrator was asked by my coach about his expenses, 
the administrator became very disrepectful and was 
downright obnoxioug. This all occurred in the presence of 
-the.entire team. ' - 

At that time | could not help but think that the tack of 


“ * respect given my coach by the administrator was because he 


was a black man, nothing has occurred during the ensuing 
years to change my opinion. 

During my years as a participant in amatuer boxing, | 
never once observed boxers and coaches being treated with 
dignity and respect, they were just a piece of “meat”. 

1953 was the last_year that .|_ competed in boxing as a 
contestant, retiring at the age of 18, thoroughly disenchan- 
ted with the administration of the sport; and the racism 
which was rampant throughout amateur boxing. 

As a result of the prostitution of the black boxers and 
coaches, they could not conceive of being anything other 
than a boxer or a coach, : 

| am sure that this scene has been played throughout 
America in Golden Gloves and Amateur boxing. In resear- 
ching amatuer boxing in Columbus, | found that these same 
conditions prevailed here as late as 1966. - 

Quite by accident | got involved in coaching boxing in 
1959. | was employed as a boxing instructor bythe Colum- 
bus Recreation Dept. and assigned to Windsor Recreation 
Center. During this period amateur boxing in Columbus was 
almost non-existent. In order to compete, it was necessary 
for us to take our respective teams to places such as Hun- 
tington, W. Va.; Toledo; Cincinnati; etc. The Columbus 
Golden Gloves Tournament was alleged to-have been drop- 
ped by a local newspaper due to the domination’of the tour- 
nament by blacks. The Tourr.ament was resumed in 1962 un- 
der new sponsorship » 

In 1964 | was one of the coaches, the other being Ed- 
ward Williams of Beatty Center, selected to take the Colum- 
bus Golden Gloves Team.to.compete-in_the National. Golden 
Gloves Tournament at Louisville, Kentucky. The ‘Columbus 
Golden Gloves Team consisted of seven black boxers, two 
black coaches. 

. On the day of departure, we were told by the Golden 
Gloves Adminsitrator that he was sending along another per- 
son to be in charge of the Columbus delegation. .Needless'to 
say, he sent along~a'white man to be in charge of seven 
black boxers and two black coaches. | take no pride in my 
reaction to this situation, nor would | condone what | said to 
the person who was-sent to be in-charge: To this day | feel 
that he was an innocent victim. This scene was played out in 
my hotel room in Louisville, Ky. What | said could. not be 
repeated here. But when we left that room, black people 
were in charge of their destiny in amateur boxing in Colum- 
bus. 

In 1967 The Sideliners were awarded the bid to host the 
Annual Columbus Golden Gloves Boxing Tournament. In five 
years, the Columbus Tournament has grown to be one of the 
finest in the nation. 

In 1959 when | began coaching at Windsor, there were 

some 59 registered boxers in the Central Ohio area, today 
there are over 1,000. The 1971-72 Amateur Boxing Season 
was the most active in the history of Amateur boxing in the 
Central Ohio area. During the season Columbus area boxers 
participated in over 1,500 matches, travelled over 25,000 
milés to compete in tournaments and inter-city matches in 
most areas of Ohio and in-New Jersey, New Youk,° Min- 
neapolis, Nevada, Louisiana, Michigan. : 
.,. Columbus hosted three major toyrnaments during that 
year; Ohio AAU Senior Boxing Championships, Ohio State 
Fair National Amateur Boxing Tournament, and the recently 
held International Matches which were held July 1, between 
the U.S.A. Boxers, 2ndd the Venezulean Olympic Boxing 
Team. 


Shades of Toledo's pre-1967 Columbus boxing program ~ 


are no longer evident in our program. Boxers and Coaches 
in our program can conceive of being completely. involved 
in the boxing program in its’ entirety. 

The 1971-72 boxing season saw us initiate the cadet 
boxing official program. In this program, boxers attend 
clinics and learn_to referee;judge, timekeep, coach, etc. 
Boxers are included in every facet of our amateur boxing 
program, including the administrative functions (tournament 
direction, finance; etc.) 

Boxers now serve on every committeé of our boxing 
program, with equal voting privileges. 2nd on our Golden 
Gloves Advisory, which consist-entirely of boxers from each 
of the boxing clubs in the Columbus area. 

The average age of boxers in our program is 13.5. The 
average is brought down as a result of the large unmber of 
boxers in our program between the age of 9 and 12 years of 
age. The average. age of boxers on our various-committees is 
17.5. It is @ very satisfying experience to attend a boxing 
event and observe the complete administration of a boxing 
show being conducted by boxers in the program, from par- 
ticipation to administration.

A Salute To 3 Blacks

Supreme Court Retreating = 


On Rights 


The Supreme Court ended its 1971-72 
“term with the dramatic and heartening 
verdict that bans the death penalty as it 
now exists. This is something long over- 
due, since the death penalty is a cruel 
and. unusual punishment that has been 
applied in a discriminatory fashion, As 
Justice Thurgood Marshall pointed out, 
the penalty. fell disproportionately on 
_"the poor, the ignorant, and the under- 
privileged members of society.” 


But the fact that this decision was by a 


——slim-5=4- margin,-and-that-the-Court-teft— 


the door open for reinstitution of the 
death penalty by states that provide for 
uniform application. or othere-ice meet 
some of the Justice’s objections in- 
dicates that the Court stopped far stort 
of the humane goal of outright abolition. 
It also indicates that the post-Warren 
Court is less bold in charting new paths 
in law. This was especially evident by 
* another decision. announced the ‘same 
day that sharply limits the rights of -the 
press. Black newsman Earl! Caldwell and 
other reporters fost their suit ‘to prevent 


——forced-testimony.betore .grand-juries that 


could imperil their sources of news in- 

' formation. Since reporters have been 
called’ before such bodies as part of 
“fishing expeditions” for evidence, the 
verdict could wind up harming the 
public's right.to.know.and the freedom-of 
the press. 


The Supreme Court’s record this past 
year has in general, been one of retreat 
on issues of personal and civil rights in 
favor of property rights and-local govern- 
ment. The clearest indication of the 
Court's turnaround on equal rights was 
last. month's ruling that private clubs, 
evenswhen ‘licensed by state agencies, 
can practice racial discrimination.» The ©
